RUSSIAN V .0RY GREAT 

Germans Shift Bulk of De- 
fenders on Somme to 
Face The French- 



London, July 7.— Violent counter- 
attacks by the Germans on almost the 
entire line of the French advance in 
the Somme region, show a change in 
the situation from the earlier days of 
the Anglo-French offensive. 

Meanwhile both French and British 
are consolidating their positions and 
are undoubtedly making preparations 
for a repetition of the great bombard- 
ment which preceded the first impetu- 
ous rush. 

While the situation in the Verdun 
region remains comparatively quiet 
there are heavy bombardments on 
both sides of the Meuse. No advances 
are recorded by either French or Ger- 
mans. 

The seriousness of the Russian 
drive against the Austrians and Ger- 
mans in the last month is indicated in 
reports from Petrograd which say the 
Austro-German losses, in the endeavor 
to stay the advance of Gen. Brussi- 
loff's armies, total nearly a half million 
men, about half of whom are prison- 
ers. Not less than 250 guns of various 
sizes and more than 700 machine guns 
and an immense quantity of other 
booty have been taken. 

The Austrians admit a serious de- 
feat west of Kolomea, where they 
were driven back nearly live miles. 

The latest official statement from 
the Russian war office announces the 
capture of approximately 10,000 ad- 
ditional prisoners, 5,000 of whom are 
said to be Germans, taken in a recent 
battle on the Dneister. About 5,000 
other prisoners were captured on 
other sectors of the Russian front.

"picture brides'* nre being distribut- 
ed today at the United States immi- 
gration station. The T. K. K. liner 
Sbinyo Mam brought 44 of them in 
from the Orient Tuesday morning, 
and they are being handed out to 
their respective or prospective hus- 
bands 'after proper identification of 
the men concerned in each matrimo- 
nial venture. Yesterday fifteen to 
twenty of the "picture brides" wen* 
allowed to go. A long procession of 
hacks took the young women and the

were married, rc'urning to the sta- 
tion afterward with marriage certlfi- 
<;it"«, before leaving for their new 
homes In re and on the other islands. 
T'nibd States immigration officials 
say that on the average one hundred 
"picture brides" arrive here each 
month on steamers from the Orient. 
They and other oriental immigrants 
are loaded upon a Iwrge from the 
steamers ami towed over to the im- 
migration station landing. As they

BIBLE ESCAPED THE TORPEDO 



Floated to Scottish Coast From Vesse' 
That Had Been Sent to the 
Bottom by Submarine. 

In the relic room of a Chicago 
mail-order house there has been 
placed on exhibition a water-soaked 
family Bible that had survived a tor- 
pedo from a submarine and the* bil- 
lows of the Atlantic ocean. 

Ordered by a customer, J. Terry 
Morgan, in Sierra Leone, West Af- 
rica, the Bible was sent by parcel 
post from Chicago and was a part of 
the mail on board the steamship Fa- 
laba when she was torpedoed and 
sunk in March, 1915, off the south- 
west English coact.

FIND COMFORT IN TRENCHES 



Brit. ah Soldier* at Front Provided 
With Beds and Fires, and Have 
Dry Boots Awaiting Them. 

Enormous improvements have been 
made in the British trenches since 
last winter. Most of thejn have 
boarded floors, others have brick 
floors. 

They have a system of trench 
pumps to get rid of the water, and 
pipes which run a mile and s half 
back from the front of the trench 
supplying drinking water to the men. 
The dugouts are comparatirely com- 
fortable. The men have rought beds 
to lie on, and many contain tables. ' 
Many of them also have small bra- 
ziers with fires. 

One of the most valued presents 
which the men receive are boxes of 
nightlighta, which they are allowed 
to burn in their dugouts. This year 
the men have been served out with 
long rubber boots. When a battalion 
of men is coming to the trenches it 
finds in the supporting lines these 
boots waiting. 

They remove their own boots, get 
an extra thick pair of stockings, and 
put on the rubber boots. When com- 
ing away after a rum in the trenches 
they lesve these boots st the same 
station, and receive their own boots 
and socks, which have been dried £« 
them.

One interesting point brought out 
by the able is th.it female whites have 
consistently ■ longer expectation of 
life than mule whites at all times from 
birth to 94 years' of age. Another mat- 
ter of interest is that the healthiest 
year of life for both male and female 
native whites is the twelfth, when the 
death rate, which for the first year 
was more than 12,000 for boys and 
10,000 for girls a 100,000, is reduced 
to 228 and 198 respectively. 

At birth, it is shown, the average 
expectation of life for native white 
males is. approximately, 50} years, 
and for females, 53j years. For those 
who manage to reach the first mile- 
stone, however, the expectation is, 
respectively, 57 and 60 years. 

A sinking difference between ex- 
pectation in city and country is shown. 
The average white male at birth iu 
rural districts has 7.7 more years to 
live than if born in a city. The ex- 
pectation of the average female is in- 
creased also, but only six years.

HOWE NO PLACE FOR POISON 



Frequency of Accidents Should Im- 
press That Fact on All — National 
Law Seems Needed. 

United States public health reports 
recalls attention to the fact that such 
a large number of deaths take place 
every year in this country from the 
unintentional use of poison that It 
would evidently be a very good thins; 
if people generally could be persuaded 
never to keep poisons in the home, the 
New York Herald states. The advan- 
tages to be derived from them are nev- 
er quite equal to their dangers. 

Deaths from bichloride of mercury, 
carbolic acid and other such sub- 
stances continue to occur with sail 
frequency. No amount of warning will 
protect against inadvertance or rgnor- 
ance, and fatal accidents from the mis- 
taking of a dangerously pptent drug 
for one that Is comparatively inert 
have become staple, often reiterated 
items of news in recent years. 

In the present rather confused state 
of our laws with regard to poisons in 
this country, due to the tact that 
each of the states makes its own legis- 
lation In this matter, it is probable 
that until an efficient national law 
can be enacted a definite crusade of 
persuasion against the dangerous 
practice of keeping poisons for any 
reason In the home would serve to 
save many lives every year. It Is a 
slmrile matter, yet of very great Im- 
portance to the community. The au- 
thority of the United States public 
health service should literally brlns 
it home to many. 



Uses of the Sunflower. 

The sunflower is cultivated to a con- 
siderable extent In central Russia, 
where every part of the plant is put 
to certain economic uses. The dis- 
covery of the extreme lightness of the 
pith of the stalk has essentially In- 
creased the commercial value of the 
plant. This light cellular substance 
Is now carefully removed from the 
stalk aud applied to a good many im- 
portant uses. One of its chief uses 
is the making of tho life saving appli- 
ances. 

Cork with a buoyancy of one to five, 
and reindeer's hair with one to ten, 
has been used; the pith of the sun- 
flower has a buoyuuey of one to thir- 
ty five. The latter cau be used ad- 
vantageously In the construction of 
boats and life preservers. A suffi- 
cient quantity can be worn on a per- 
son without any Inconvenience. The 
pith of the larger sunflower stalks Is 
used extensively as a substitute for 
other materials formerly employed in 
making moxaa for cauterizing pu$
